Air Vice-Marshal G. R. Howsam 
Inspected Air Cadets; Gave High 
Praise For Fine Demonstration

Thrilled by the high honor of 
having air vice-marshal G. R. 
Hk-wsam, M.C. as inspecting of¬ 
ficer, Air Cadets and their of¬ 
ficers of Summit Squadron No. 
73, gave a flawless demonstra¬ 
tion of precision drill at the sports 
grounds on Thursday, June 8, ion 
the occasion of their annual in¬ 
spection. 

The inspection platform was 
located at the west side of the 
sports gnounds and from it rose 
a flag pole bearing the Air Cadet 
flag. 

The drill was under the com¬ 
mand of Flying Officer Harold 
Houghton, who, at the start of 
the demonstration had cadets 
stand at attention :before he 
marched towards Vice-Marshal 
Howsam for the salute and greet¬ 
ings. The vice-marshal then in¬ 
spected the two flights of cadets, 
Coleman and Belleviue-Hillcrest, 
and the bugle band. He spoke to 
each of the boys, asking them 
personal questions and giving 
them words of encouragement. 

Following the inspection the 
vice-marshal retired to the in¬ 
spection platform where he took 
the salute at the ceremonial 
march past followed by the pre¬ 
cision drill. Fallowing the drill 
the cadets were examined on air¬ 
craft recognition, signals and first 
aid. 

Following is air vice-marshal 
Howsam’s address to the cadets 
and officers: 

“I am happy indeed to be here 
this evening and to have inspect¬ 
ed your squadron. You have made 
a splendid showing and great 
credit is due your officers. I was 
pleased to learn that a number of 
the Cadets come from the neigh¬ 
boring town of Bellevue. That is 
excellent and you are a good ex¬ 
ample of what is termed ‘combin¬ 
ed operations'.

tonight are looking forward to 
training at the Air Force schools 
in my Command this summer. 
Furthermore, I don’t think I am 
wrong in saying that many are 
looking forward to flying in Ser¬ 
vice Aircraft. Well, that is as it 
should be, for you will never 
really know What it is all about’ 
until you have tried your wings 
—untij you go and see for your¬ 
selves. 

These flights, as you know, are 
a reward for good work in your 
Squadron and for your progress 
in training. Only you by your dili¬ 
gence and interest, can qualify 
for these flights, and I know the 
majority of No. 73 Summit Squa¬ 
dron will qualify. 

I would particularly like you to 
observe Air Force teamwork When 
you are on our station at camp 
this summer. Notice how one de¬ 
partment dovetails with that of 
another and notice how student 
and pilot, groundcrew and air¬ 
crew, must co-ordinate their ef¬ 
forts if they are to achieve maxi¬ 
mum results. Each job is vitally 
important and each job is depen¬ 
dent upon the suppiort of those 
charged with its execution. In a 
few words, it’s teamwork, and it 
is teamwork that will not only 
win this war, but the peace for 
Which we are fighting. 

And one point further. The 
main intention behind your train¬ 
ing in the Air Cadets is that you 
will come out of it better Cana¬ 
dians. Wlhat you learn about aero¬ 
planes, about gunnery, signals 
and all the rest of it is important 
but it is \only a means to an end 
and that end is to build a strong 
character in good strong bodies 
so that all of us in the long run 
will be better for it—so that all 
of us will be better Canadians. 

You have conducted yourselves 
like veteran airmen today and I 
would indeed be remiss if I did 
noot congratulate you. (Keep up 
the high standard you have dis¬ 
played tonight—and the very best 
of luck to all of you!”

BRIEFLY TOLD 


Capt. Michael Blair Wallace, 
youngest son of the late Edgar Wal¬ 
lace, famous writer of mystery 
stories, has been killed in action.

New Shoulder-Sleeve Emblem Worn 
By Eisenhower’s London Staff 
A symbol of the invasion of Europe 
is the new shoulder-sleeve emblem 
issued for the military personnel. 
American and British, enlisted men 
and officers, attached to General 
Eisenhower’s invasion staff in Lon¬ 
don. Here is the official description 
of the emblem: "Upon a field of 
heraldic sable (black), representing 
the darkness of Nazi oppression, is 
shown the sword of liberation in the 
form of a crusader’s sword, the 
flames arising from the hilt and 
leaping up the blade. This repre¬ 
sents avenging justice, by which the 
enemy power will be broken in Nazi- 
dominated Europe. Above the sword 
Is a rainbow emblematic of hope 
containing all the colors of which 
the national flags of the Allies are 
composed. The heraldic chief of 
azure (blue) above the rainbow is 
emblematic of a state of peace and 
tranquility, the restoration of which 
to the enslaved people is the objec¬ 
tive of the United Nations.”

Natives Give Soldiers Fruit In 
Exchange For Aspirin Tablets 

West Africans can’t stand the 
heat as well as white men, according 
to FO. William S. Berry, of St. 
Marys, who in an interview said the 
natives’ dark skins absorb so much 
■un they trade fresh fruit for aspirin 
tablets to cure headaches. FO. 
Berry, returned to his parents’ home 
after 20 months overseas, 15 as 
navigator on convoy duty in West 
Africa, said that when a native 
chiefs finances get low, he Imposes 
a tax on eggs and produce on his 
people.

Was A Fighter 

Welsh Girl Fought And Died In 
Yugoslavia 

The story of a Welsh girl who 
fought and died as a guerilla in 
Yugoslavia under the banner of Mar¬ 
shal Tito has been brought to Lon¬ 
don by General Velebit, a member 
of Tito’s military mission. 

The frail-appearing girl became 
deeply interested in the continent 
when she went there as a student. 
She returned to Britain for her B.A., 
then went back to Yugoslavia as a 
lecturer at Belgrade University. Be¬ 
fore the war she married a Yugoslav. 

When her adopted country first 
came under Nazi domination in 1941, 
she worked in the underground until 
she was forced to the hills as a 
guerilla. As a fighter she endured 
the intense heat of summer and the 
cold of winter in the mountains, took 
part in the long forced marches, un¬ 
der constant bombing and shelling. 

Finally she died from sheer ex¬ 
haustion. Men who fought with her 
described her courage as "fantastic".

Blood Donor Clinic 

First Aid Work Is Undertaken By

“Helping out local hospitals and 
the Blood Donor Clinic has become 
one of the voluntary jobs undertak¬ 
en by young people in Saskatoon, 
Sask.” said the directors of Women,s t 
Voluntary Services, Department of 
National War Services, the other 
day.

Each Wednesday afternoon, approxi¬ 
mately 90 high school students make 
bandages, dressings and swabs. 

! These are sent to a local hospital, 
Sanatorium and the Blood Bank. 

“We are told that the Auxiliary 
also conducts classes on Monday 
evenings at the University for wo¬ 
men students, where similar work is 
done and sent to the City hospital," 
the directors went on to say. This 
work is important from both the 
students and the hospital’s point of 
view, for the girls receive credit for 
j the required number of hours they 
must put to war work of some 
kind.”

SUNDAY SCHOOL LESSON 

JUNE 18 

A GOOD SOLDIER OF CHRIST 
JESUS 

Golden text: Suffer hardship with 
me, as a good soldier of Christ 
Jesus. II Timothy 2:3. 

Lesson: II Timothy. 

Devotional Reading: Hebrews 11: 
32—12:2. 

Explanations and Comments 

Paul exhorts Timothy to be a 
Good Soldier of Christ Jesus, 2 Tim¬ 
othy 2:1-12. Timothy was a native 
of Lystra. By Eunice, his mother, 
and Lois, his grandmother, he had 
been instructed from early child¬ 
hood in the Old Testament writings. 
We first hear of him at Lystra on 
Paul's second missionary journey, 
when the great apostle chose him as 
his companion and helper. It is 
thought probable that he had, how¬ 
ever, become a Christian during 
Paul’s first preaching there, for Paul 
seems to claim him as a personal 
convert, referring to him in 1 Cor. 
4:17 as his "beloved and faithful 
child in the Lord.” 

Here In his second letter to Tim¬ 
othy, Paul tenderly addresses him as 
“my child," and bids him be strength¬ 
ened in the grace (divine help) that 
is in Christ Jesus. As he has taught 
and prepared Timothy for the min¬ 
istry, so Timothy is to pass on his 
Instructions to faithful men that 
they may also be capable of teach¬ 
ing others. 

Suffer hardship with me, as a good 
soldier of Christ Jesus. Paul could 
well speak about enduring hardship 
for he has recorded his experience: 
'Thrice was I beaten with rods, once 
was I stoned, thrice I suffered ship¬ 
wreck, a night and a day have I 
been in the deep; in journeyings of¬ 
ten, in perils of rivers, in perils of 
robbers, in perils from my country¬ 
men, in perils from the Gentiles. . . 
If I must needs glory, I will glory 
of the things that concern my meek¬ 
ness.” 

• A soldier must have no home ties, 
no business that would prevent his 
obeying orders, going wherever sent, 
and like a soldier Timothy must seek 
to please the Captain who enrolled 
him, and must not hinder his service 
by entanglement in the ordinary 
affairs of this life. Paul would have 
him free from cares (1 Cor. 7:32) 
that he might attend upon the Lord 
without distraction (1 Cor. 7:35). 

"Again, a competitor in the games 
is not crowned unless he observes 
the rules. The farmer who has done 
the work must have the first share 
of the fruit. Think what I mean! 
The Lord will help you to under¬ 
stand perfectly. 

“Never forget ‘Jesus Christ risen 
from the dead, descended from David’ 
—that is my gospel, for which I have 
to suffer imprisonment as if I were 
a criminal. (But there is no prison 
for the word of God.) All I endure 
is for the sake of the elect, to let 
them get their share of the salva¬ 
tion of Christ Jesus and also of 
eternal glory. It is a sure word that 
'If we have died with him, we will 
live with him, if we endure, then we 
will reign with him, if we disown 
him, then he will disown us’.” (Mot- 
fatt’s translation).

Smaller Nations 

Should Be Given Voice In Plans To 
Prevent War 

Smaller nations should be given a 
.voice in any plans to prevent war 
"such as those envisaged by Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt and Prime Minister 
Churchill,” Dr. E. Van Kleffans, 
Netherlands Foreign Minister said 
in an interview with Aneta news 
agency. 

Any effort to place exclusive con¬ 
trol of post-war affairs in the hands 
of larger nations could net count on 
the active support of smaller powers, 
he said. 

He added that he did not suggest 
that all smaller nations should be 
represented at all times in post-war 
International bodies, but a system 
of rotation should be devised which 
would allow the smaller countries to 
take turns "side-by-side” with the 
larger powers which may have 
permanent representation.
